Found By Husband 
The crime was discovered by the 
woman's husband when he returned 
home from hw work at U>e reform a­ 
tory at the end of the day. The cou­ 
ple occupied a cottage near the main 
school building. 
From all indications 
the 
woman 
had been lying on her bed reading a 
novel when the murderer entered her 
room. 
The man. or youth, i.s believed 
to have attempted to attack her and 
when repulsed plunged the ice pick 
into her body numerous time.". Only 
a maniac or a wildly crazed person 
could have committed the crime, of­ 
ficials say. 
The inmate.s of the .school were to 
be quizzed today by Delaware county 
authorities in an effort to discover li 
any of them were .niplicated in the 
crime. They are all boys ranging in 
age from 10 to 20 >ears sentenced by 
the court." of the state to attend the 
school at the institution until they 
are paroled after reaching the age 
of 16 or are automatically discharged 
at the age of 21.

having been extended credit by a iner-[ 
chant, and when owin^ that merchant, will go to another mer-| 
chant or another town and pay cash for meichandise, when he, 
could have bought and paid cash to the merchant who favored himj 
when he didn’t have the cash. 
I asked a man who did this for an explanation. At firM he 
said 
he didn't know, ihen admitted he was afraid the man he 
owed would think he should pay the $2o.oo on the bill instead ot 
buying more, and he wanted what he had bought. 
Such an atti­ 
tude is wrong, it isn’t fair to the merchant or the debtor. 
Credit Ts something you can’t buy. \'ou have to earn it and :i | 
man with good credit has something as valuable as money and 
should be guarded the same as money. 
'Hie credit'of the people of a community is as important fac­ 
tor, when it comes to industrial extension, much more so than man> 
people realize. 
How the people of a community pay their bills is 
an item often seriously considered by industry in considering a town 
for location of a tactory. 
Not long ago a representative of an organization of negotia­ 
tors told me a certain town was rejected as possible location for a 
factory with an annual payroll of six figures, by one of his clients 
because the records for a period of «everal years showed the native 
residents to be poor pay. This client, he said, made it a policy tha» 
all employees must pay their bills promptly and an employee sued 
was equal to discharge, therefore the client would not consider 
that town.
